Washington, March 11.—The loss 
0 the government as a result of 
he supreme court’s decision de­ 
claring stock dividends not taxable 
us income is estimated^ at nearly 
half a billion dollars, according to 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Roper. 
With some 4,000,000 dividend re­ 
turns on tlie bureau's files it will 
take months to make an accurate 
estimate of the effect of the decis­ 
ion. Roper said, but a hasty search 
indicates that $70,000,000 paid in 
1 HI 7 and 1H1S will have to be re­ 
turned, while the loss in uncollect­ 
ed taxes in 1919 will be $100,000,- 
itiMi and that for 1920, $300,000,000. 
Some of this loss, the Commis­ 
sioner said, will be offset by the tax 
on stock sales. 
Roper emphasized 
that estimates of the government’s 
loss are not official and that the 
losses might be found to be larger 
than now estimated.
